!Tlie Lesson of tie Whisky Crusade.

The women’s crusade against the mm-sel- 
lers ^continues. It began in an Ohio village 
parlyin the year, and has ilo-w extended east- 

■ ■wiirdly to. the Atlantic seaboard. 600 miles, 
und westardly, (at a bound, without stopping 
by the way,) to S.an Francisco, 2500 miles. 
It has 'scattered itself down along the Ohio 
and Mississippi rivers southwardly some ten 
or twelve h'undred miles.' ' Indeed, it pro- 
mises to sweep, eventually, the whole United 
States, "with the exception of the little cluster 
'of commonwealths which we call New Eng- 
land. The method of the crusaders is singu- 
lar. They contSmn the use of force in break- 
ing bp of the whisky traffic.'- They only as- 
semble before a drinking shop; or within it, 
and' sing bymtis and' pray hour . after hour—

Every 
stronghold of rum is invested ; first one and 
then another champion ranges up before th^ 
•preipfietolr, hhd offers ,'up ia 1 special ;petition 
for him ; hehas to stand .there meekly behind 
his bar, under the..,eye8 bf' a ^eat concourse 
of ladies who are better th^n f»e fs, and are 
aware of it, and hear all the secret iniquities 
of his business divulged to the angels above, 
accompanied hy'a sharp sting of wishes for 
his regeneration, which imply an amount of 
need for it ■which is in the last'degree uncom- 
fortable to him. ' - If he bolds . out bravely, 
the- ernsaders hold out .more bra vply still — 
qV at least more persistently ; though I doubt 
if this grandeur of the performance would not 
have' been' considerably heightened if one 
solitary crusader were to, try praying at a 
hundred rnmaellers in 'a body for a while, and 
see how it felt to have everybody against 
her instead of for h'er, ~ If the man holds out; 
the crusaders camp outside his place- and 
keep up the siege Until' they wear him out. 
In one case :they besieged a rum-shop two 
whole weeks. , ,'f)iey built, a shed .before it; 
and k 0 ))t'up praying 'all 'night and all day 
long, every day for the fortnight ; and this 
in the' bitterest weather too. '■ 'They' con- 
quered.' Do you consider' the conduct of 
these crusaders justifiable ? I do — thoroughly 
justifiable. They find themselves voiceless 
in t-hq making qf laws and election of gflieers 
to execute them, .Born with brains, bom in 
the country, educfited, having large interests 
at stake, they find- their tongues tied and 
their hands , fettered, while, every .ignorant 
whisky-drinking foreign-born savage in the 
land may hold office, help to make the laws, 
degrade the dignity of the former and break 
the latter at their own tree will. ■ They see 
their fathers, husbands, brothers, sit in- 
anely at home and allow the scum of the 
country to assemble at the “ primaries,” 
name the candidates from their, own vile 
ranks, and, unrebuked, elect them. They 
live in the midst of a country where there is 
no end to the laws and no beginning to the 
exeention of them. And when the laws in- 
tended to protect their sons from destmetion, 
from intemperance, lie torpid and without 
sign of life year after year, they recognise 
that here is a matter which interests them 
personally — a matter which comes straight 
home to them. And since they are allowed 
to lift no legal voice against the outrageous 
state of things they suffer under this regard, 
I think it is no wonder that their patience 
has broken down at last, and they have con- 
trived to persuade themselves that they are 
justifiable in breaking the law of trespass 
when the laws that should make the trespass 
.needless are allowed by the voters; to lie dead: 
and inoperative. I cannot help glorying in 
the pluck of these women, sad as it is to see 
thenf' displaying themselves in these unwo- 
manly ways ,; sad as it is to see them carry- 
ing their grace and their purity into places 
which should never know their presence ; 
and aaddei* still- as it is to see them trying to 
save a set of fiien who, it seems to me, there 
can be no reasonable object in saving. It 
does not become us to scoff at the crusaders, 
remembering what it is they have home all 
these years, hut it does become us to admire 
their heroism — a heroism that boldly faces 
jeers, curses, ribald language, obloquy of 
every kind and degree — in a word every 
manner of thing that pnre-hearted, pure- 
minded women such as these are naturally 
dread and shrink from, and remain steadfast 
through it all, undismayed, patient, hopeful, 
giving no quarter, asking none, determined 
to conquer, and succeeding. It is the same 
old superb spirit that animated that other de- 
voted, magnificent emsade of six hundred 
years ago. The sons of such women as these 
must surely be worth saving from the de- 
stroying power of rum. The present crusade 
will doubtless do but little work against in- 
temperance that will be really permanent, but 
it will do what is as mnch, or even more, to 
the purpose, 1 think. I think it will suggest 
to rriore than one man that if women could 
vote they would vote on the side of morality, 
even if they did vote and speak rather fran- 
tically and furiously ; and it will also sug- 
gest that when the women once made up their 
minds that it was not good to leave the all- 
pPwerful “primaries” in the hands of thieves, 
loafers, and pernicious little politicians, they 
would not sit indolently at home, as their 
husbands and bmthers do now, but would 
hoist their praying banuera, take the field in 
force, pray the assembled political scum back 
to the holes and shims where they belong, 
and set up some candidates fit for decent 
human beings to vote for.

The Melbouruo Cup. 

The Daily Times, in publishing the weights 
for the Melbourne Cup, says : — 

It will be observed that Mr De Mestre’s 
Dagworth heads the list with lOst., Ace 
of TiPmps, The Aco, and Horatio being next 
in order, and Mr llodwood’s Lurline fifth, 
with her 8st lllbs. The general opinion is 
that the mare has been considerably over- 
weighted; although she carries considerably 
leas than her weight for age, which, at the 
time the Melbourne Gup is tun for, would be 
fiat 61b. Her weight for the last Melbourne 
Onp was 7st 7Ib, the mare then being a four- 
year-old. She has made a good name in New 
Zealand since then ; but considering the 
company she has been in, 8st 111b seems a 
heavy, weight for her. against such horses as 
she would meet with on. the Fjemington 
course. It is generally believed that she will 
not stall; and although Mr Redwood is not 
yet known to have expressed any irtention 
in the matter, it is not at all likely that he 
will accept with Lnriine. ' The one of Mi- 
Redwood's lot considered to be best in is 
Papapa, who stands twenty-ninth on the list, 
with 7st 61bs, and several long shots have 
been taken about him on the cliance of his 
owners being satisfied with, the weight, and 
sending the horse across the water to ti-y con- 
clusions with the cracks of the other Colonies. 
Of the New Zealand horses Papapa is cer- 
tainly tlie favourite, .and we liavo heard it 
whispered that he is as good, if not botterj 
than Lurline, and that his owner has for some 
time meant him for tlie Melbourne Cup. 
Calumny, witii 8st on her back, does not ap- 
pear to be mnch thought of., Of course there 
will be very little betting until ithc accqi- 
tances are out, atthoiigh the bookmakers are 
all ready for business. Wo notice by our 
advertising oolarans that arvaiigements are 
already being made by Mr. Geo. Dodson for 
a monster sweep on the Mclboui-no cup.

One of tlie peculiarities — if not the absur- 
dities — of the now Licensing Act was shown 
in the E.M.’s Court, Dunedin, the other day, 
when Airs Diamond, of the Globe Hotel, 
wria suininoncd for selling drink on a Sunday. 
It appears that one of the landlady’s lodgers 
had ordered two drinks— one for Inmaelf and 
another for_a friend ; and because tlie fiiend 
was not a lodger in the house, |tho landlady 
was summoned for a breach of the Ordi- 
nance. Tlie Magistrate, in dismissing the 
case,^ did not decide whether a lodger in a 
public house could ask a person to dine with 
him at that house, and then give him a 
drink. 

The CJi.allenger, the vessel taking sound- 
ings for the cable between this Colony and 
Australia, made a long passage, having bad 
to. put! back to Sydney after being' two daja 
out. She also had rough weather on reach- 
ing this coast, and took shelter in Port 
Hardy from Wednesday till Saturday morn- 
ing. ^ The deepest sounding taken across was 
2600 fathoms. Ft. and a bottom of sand atid 
mud till almost within sight iff New Zealand, 
when the bottom becaiqe rocky and shallow 
suddenly. The date of her depuriure is not 
decided yet. After leaving Wellington the 
Challenger is to go to Auckland, unless the 
Otago people induce the scientific staff to pay 
them a visit, as they will make every endca 
vour to do. 

. ; An ;AnieHc.aii' paper; the lEdwell Courier, 
gives the following account of the Hon. Fret 
derick Smyth, once a resident of the Lowell, 
and lately Governor of NeTv'Hampshire- 
“bnfe of' the' - best Governors the Granite 
Stale ever had, as well as one of her most 
suogessful ; and eelf-niade business men” 

He began here as a porter at tlie Merrimack 
House, then kept by Jlr Murdoch, and used 
to: black boots at fom- cents per pair. -He’ 
subsequently was employed on the Middle- 
sex,, Corporation at eight dollars a 'month, 
and he tells with honest pride that the first 
pair of pants he ever owned, which were not 
of homespnn, were earned on the Middlesex. 
He was afterwards promoted as yard hand 
on the Tremont at 75 cents per day. Hav- 
ing thus accnmulated.a little money he went 
to school,' and in due time'Worked his way 
up by energy, industiy, frugality, : and 
* facility, to the Mayoralty of Manchester, 
and to the Gnbei-nstorial chair of his native 
State. His first visit to Merrimack House 
after. he threw down his blackening brush as 
porter, was in company .with his executive 
council as. Governor of New Hampshire.” 

Among the passengers from the North by 
the steamer Rowena yesterday is a Maori, 
who comes up without restraint to surrender 
himself on .a charge of murder. The wife of 
tills man Was convicted of 'adultery, and 
punished according to Maori law. But they 
still lived together — also according to Maori 
law— untR in 0 mornen t of passion the woman 
taunted him with hia rival, and he killed 
her with an axe on the spot. The friends of 
the murdered woman demanded his death as 
«fii. His Qwn tribe refused to surrender 
him, and a deadly quarrel was imminent. 
Summoned before the Magistrates at Hoki- 
anga, he ajrpeared with his friends fully 
armed, and refused to recognise the jurisdic- 
tion. The quairel has lasted some eight or 
nine weeks, and at last the culprit placed 
himself unreservedly at the disposal of his 
tribe, professing, however, a wish to surren- 
der to the Pakeha in order to avoid a blood 
feud with the tribe to which his late wife be- 
longed, and increasing the feud by further 
bloodshed on either side, iSo he quietly goes 
on board the Rnvi'ena and comes up a passen- 
ger to Auckland, where he surrendered him- 
self tor ti'ial. The case will be interesting, 
and proof not easy. At all events, he is not 
likely to be found guilty of the capital of- 
fence. — Auckland correspondent of the Daily 
Times. 

A JIiNBiis’ PnooiiAMME.— The Ballarat 
Courier reports that at a meeting of the 
Buinyong Miners’ Association held on Satur- 
day, Jlr Lujiiau submitted the following 
progi'aniine, and it was resolved to discuss it 
at the next meeting of the association and 
to send a copy to each miners’ association in 
tlm Colony 1, The abolition of miners’ 
riglita. 2, Ratepayers t'ttroughout the min- 
ing districts to be electors for the mining 
boards. ■ 3. A uniform law throughout the 
colony as to the mode of taking possession 
and, holding niining tenements, the various 
mining bnanis to decide the area they con- 
sider sufficient in their own particular loca- 
lities ; such law to apply to private property 
also, compensation clauses being added in 
regard to the latter. 4. District niining sur- 
veyors and registrars to be p.nid by Govern- 
ment ; ail fees to be paid into revenue. 5, 
The abolition of tlie law relating to goM 
mining and mim-ral leases. G. All liinda, 
whether for gold or other minerals, to be 
under the entire control of .the local boards, 
paying a royalty to to tlie Government 
of Is. per acre and a local tax of ]s. ; such 
Ibial'tax to be nmlor the control of and 
administered by tlie various mining boards, 
to be used eitlier o.s loans to assist companies 
of working niinci-s in the porclmsc and erec- 
tion of machinery, or in sinking drainage 
shafts, and erecting pumping machinery on 
lines of roofs. 7. A sum of money to be 
granted . by Parliament, to be distributed 
anion; st tlie various mining districts, to form 
the nucleus of such fund. 8. Tlie expunging 
or alleratiim of all clauses in the Mining 
bUitutii I'eniiirid to CvU'ry out the above.”
